A Memoriol for the erection of-a Fort ot o7 near Ponbing River.

To the ILnaralic the Senate and Iiowse of. R&rmulﬂlima of the Unifed
States of Ameriea in Congress assembled, The Memoriul of the Legis-
lative Assembly of Minnesota Territory respectfully represents:
That the Legisiative Assembly of this Territory, at its last session,
memorinlize& your Honorabﬂ: _body for the estoblishment of a
wmilitary post on the line of 40 degrees north latitude, on or near
Pembina river, for the protection of the citizens of the United
States, and of the Indians resient within our boundaries. The
reasons set forth in that memorial shuwi;% the imperative necessity
of such a'measure, still exist; and in addition thereto, it may he
mentioned that an uaprovoked attack has heen made witkin a few
weeks, by the British settlers of Selkirk Settlement upon a band of
Indians living in our Territory, and with & part of whom the Gen-
eral Governmeat has heretofore established treaty relations.

Sec. 2. It is a fact well known among ua, and one that has heen
frequently brought to the notice of your Honorable body, that the
sottlers of the neighboning British Colody make sehi-annuel
incursions isto our Territory, that they slaughter vast aumbers of
buffaie, and commit aots of hostilty upon the Indisns, who are
under the proteetion of the United States. And your memérialists
respectfully state that a continuance of such.outrages will necessa-
rily ¢end to bring the Government into disrepute with the large and
warlike bands of . Indians whe inhabit Minnesota, and t6o endanger
the peace of the country, thereby retarding and injuring the
prosperity of thja flowrishing Territory.

Ssc. 3. Yenr memorinlists again respectfully press upon the
atteation of: your honerahle body, the importance of asserting and
sustainiug the awthority of the Government, by the immediate
eroction and occupation by a military force, of a fort on our
vorthera boundary; and your memorialists as in duty boand will
